Th" new votf of thp Hchumi»n cnal -steel 
part nations to draft a charter for the po- 
litical federation of western Europe ranks 
as a truly memorable event. 

The Schuman plan Itself, and the nlgned 
but not yet ratified pact for a unified six- 
country European defense force, were mile- 
atones on the path to unity which the world 
noted well. No one expected gr<-nt speed In 
the movement for a broader Integration. 
So recent occurrences class as a cheering 
surprise. 

The defense treaty carries a clause which 
states that the first legislative assembly of 
the projected defense community should 
within six months draft a constitution for 
a permanent European assembly with wide 
powers. 

But elnce that pact Is not yet ratified, thla 
effort to frame a charter could have been 
months or even yearn away. Forward-looking 
European statesmen, .sensing the favorable 
mood of the continent for action now, de- 
cided this was too far away and too Indefinite. 
They determined to act promptly. 

80 now, , on the recommendation of the 
council of "ministers of the Schuman plan 
nations, the legislative assembly of the Schu- 
man plan organization— the European coal 
and steel community — has voted overwhelm- 
ingly to start constitution -framing talks with- 
out delay. Only the German socialists, always 
reluctant, refused to Join the effort. 

This demonstration of statesmanship, fed 
by a sense of urgency, la one of the most 
heartening things to emerge from the Euro- 
,l»«n..ijcene_ln the whole postwar period. It 
reflects the courage and daring and an acute 
notion of timing. 

The French and Italians are taking the 
Initiative. The British, represented neither In 
the Schuman plan nor the defense pact, may 
not like the move, but their objections seem 
hardly likely to prevail. 

To be sure, the move toward federation' 
might have come from the older European 
assembly which meets at Strasbourg and 
11 does include the British. But that body has 
made Itself largely a debating society, and 
as members the British have done little to 
promote a significant European federation. 

The British may have good reasons for not 
wishing to take part in a federalized Europe, 
or even .for trying to "block Its achievement. 
We may feel compelled to respect Britain's 
other commitments and responsibilities 
around the globe. But we can hardly com- 
mend any British effort to impede fulfill- 
ment of so obviously desirable a goal for the 
continental nations themselves. 

At this stage, all this may sound a bit dull 
or dry to the average American. But we are 
- talking here about nothing less than a united 
States of Europe. And that la a project which 
is neither dull nor dry but full of excitement 
and promise for all froe men.

Much has been said about the administra- 
tive details of the Western European defense 
force, but there has been little so far on how 
that force would be used U the worst should 
happen.

They apparently were nude at this 
time with the design ot penuadlng the next Presi- 
dent, whether he be Stevenson or Elsenhower, to uk 
a renewal of this authority, and of -influencing the 
next congress to net favorably on such a request. 

By their present exercise - of restraint In Che uso 
of their existing power, the planners and atablllura 
and bureaucrat* aeek to demonstrate that they cart 
be trusted not to abuse It. If their authority Is re- 
newed more or leae permanently. 

TIMED — Certain cynical Republican!, however, In- 
sist the removal of price celling* or many articles, 
well as elimination of many Industrial materials 
from the controls Hat, has been timed to Improve the 
chance* of the Democratic presidential nominee. ^ 

In every section of the country, and especially In 
the populous. Industrial areas of the northeast and 
the mlddje west, the government's Interference in 
everyday activities has been one of the chief com- 
plaint* against the Truman administration. 

BUBPE CT — Senator Tatt has been the principal 
jtrflponent.of federal bureaucracy.^and Eiaenhower is 
believed to sympathize with that attitude. "Although 
Governor Stevenson say* he opposes unnecessary and 
unwise extension 61 federal authority, he naturally 
Is suspect becaus« of his stand on ownership of oil 
Udeland*. _ 

The men behind the movement lor continuing . . 
troll are Truman appointees. Besides KeyjerUng snd 
John R. Bteelmori, White House adviser on labor and 
other matters, they consist of .veteran Rooaevelt-Tnt- 
man officials who have been transferred to DPA and 
NPA since the Korean emergency.

Hedda Hopper, the Hollywood gos- 
sip, told us in her recent book, "From 
Under My Hat," that Chaplin re- 
counted with gusto the three days 
that ho spent with the girl and then 
complained peevishly of her impu- 
dence In returning to his home, 
although It seems fairly obvious 
that she was hungry again by then, 
for Chaplin li notoriously stingy 
and gave her no money to go on 
with. 

Thla young woman later was sen- 
tenced to SO days In Jail for bother- 
ing Ch&pUn, the sentence being sus- 
pended on condition that she stay 
away from Beverly Hill*. 

When she violated that condition 
by catling again, Chaplin called the 
police and this 'time she got an 
actual term of 30 days and went to 
Jail where a prison doctor deter- 
mined that she was pregnant. 

On her first arraignment, the time 
she got 90 days, as she turned away 
from the bar to leave the courtroom, 
broke, dated anil pregnant, a Bev- 
erly Hills policeman sidled Up to her 
and gave her 1100 and ft tourist 
ticket to New York.

A* to Chaplin's record 'of assod- 
atlon with communist* which -may 
be held against him on hli attempt 
to re-enter the United Stat**, there 
Is abundant material. * 

This Includes' a radio message sent 
from Cha-plln's' home, 1065 Summit 
drive, Beverly Hills, on Nov. 31, 1M1, 
well after the war, be It noted, to 
pablo Picasso, a notorious Spanish 
communUt and exile from- Spain 
living in Pari*. The message read: 
"Can you head committee ol 
French artlsta to protest to Amer- 
ican embassy In Paris, the out- 
rageous deportation proceedings 
against Hans Elsler and simul- 
taneously send me copy of protest 
tor use here. -Greetings." 

Elsler was the communist musician 
sneaked Into the United States 
thanks to the persistent, repeated 
Intervention of Eleanor Roosevelt 
with Sumner Welles and others In 
the state department. 

He was coddled by the so-called 
new school of social research, a 
Rockefeller foundation project In 
New York, but finally exhausted his 
privileges and went back to Ciecho- 
Slovakia where he became a func- 
tionary of the Kremlin's puppet 
government. 

Chaplin was a close friend and 
associate of Elsler In Hollywood. 
The Rockefeller foundation gave a 
specific grant of 425,000 for Elsler 'a 
"project" which was represented 
falsely a* a class In music 

Chaplin was listed a« a "sponsor" 
In the propaganda of the national 
council of American-Soviet friend- 
ship, the peoples' radio foundation, 
) and the American continental con- 



gress for world peee* held in M**- 

o City.

Chaplin's name also showed up irt 
„ie court brief filed by a >roup of 
Hollywood personalities tn 1B« in 
favpr of *he notorloui "Hollywood

and other movie hacks who went to 
prison far oont^mpt of con* ■*••*■ l» 
refusing to give Information. 

In October, IP", the Daily work- 
er said Chaplin addressed as com. 
rade«" a rally at Carnegie hall. 
New York, to demand a second front 
to save Russian Uvea by the ■*crl- 
flce of American lives. In this «d- 
dress, Chaplin praised Franklin D. 
Roosevelt because Roosevelt had re- 
leased E*rl Browr'T from rrla-i and 
directly on the ™hj*rt „f ™. 
munlsm said: 

"They say 'ornmunlsrn m»y sp'ead 
all over the world. And ' ear, "8<- 
what?' The communists we ordi- 
nary people like our« ,v « 
duty and love life" 

He also praised Harry Bridges, the 
communist commissar of the ports! 
of the American west coaat, now 
under order of deportation. 

The sponsors of this rally includ- 
ed Lillian Helta an. Carl Van Dor en. 
L P. Stone, a New York propa- 
gandist, and Rockwell Kent, all 
notorious figures. Van Doren's widow 
for years ha* been the editor of 
the New Yfrk Herald -Tribune Sun- 
day book section and ihe was an in- 
timate friend of Wendell Wlllkle 
during the period when he went 
haywire over Russia. 

On the Journey to New York for 
this communist rally, Chaplin 
brought along the young woman who 
later bore him the Illegitimate baby. 
For this, he was Indicted under the 
white slave act, but was acquitted. 

Although Chaplin once remarked 
that he had been a "paying guest" 
of the United States during his 40 
years here and made a point of his 
claim that he paid American Income 
tax on money derived from other 
countries, the fact is nevertheless 
that he did try to swindle the treas- 
ury and, In 1033, In President Hoo- 
ver's term, he was forced to pay a 
"tax deficiency" of $1,174,000. 

The late Elmer Irey, who was co- 
ordinator of all the treasury In- 
vestigating agencies, disclosed that 
Chaplin devised a trick of paying 
large amounts to a relative- repre- 
senting that Individual as a business 
partner. Irey's men found out, how- 
ever, that the relative was slipping 
the money back to Chaplin.
